EAGLE STAR AND BRITISH DOMINIONS. 





BOARD’S CONSERVATIVE POLICY. 





20 YEARS’ RECORD PROGRESS. 


Presiding at the Annual Meeting of the Eagle Star and 
British Dominions Insurance Company, held on Monday, Sir 
Eowarp Mountain, Bart., in moving the adoption of the 
report and accounts, said the year under review had been a 
dificult one in the insurance world. Dealing with the various 


branches of the business conducted by the Company, the Life 
ent, he said, continued to prosper,.the Life Fund 


showing a further increase during the past year of £341,488. 
The sums assured under new policies amounted to £1,734,296, 
after deducting re-assurances. The mortality rate had been 
favourable ; the claims by death amounted to £551,044, a figure 
which was well within the expectation, and the lowest the 
Company had experienced for many years. The yield on their 
lifé assurance and annuity invested funds was £4 14s. 2d. 
per cent., after deduction of income tax. The quinquennial 
valuation of the Star and Sceptre Closed Funds, made in a 
very stringent basis, disclosed a divisible profit in the case of 
the Star Fund of over £868,000, of which nine-tenths had been 


distributed amongst the with-profit policy-holders. In the case 
of the Sceptre Fund, the divisible surplus was over £165,000, 
and nine-tenths had been distributed among the same class of 
policy-holders. | , 

In the Life Department the sum of £105,893 had been 
brought into account in respect of the balance of profits on 
securities realised. This item related solely to the Star and 

re Funds. 

In the General Insurance Section, which included all their 
employers’ liability outside of this country, the premiums 
amounted to £886,911 and claims to £388,062, and, after 
providing a reserve of 40 per cent. of the premium income, 
the sum of £71,700 was transferred to profit and loss account. 

Dealing with the balance-sheet, he said the directors decided 
to utilise the sum of £300,000 from the general reserve fund, 
so-as to eliminate from the accounts all possible bad and 
doubtful debts and possible losses on foreign exchanges. 

In the former class was included an item of £100,000 due 
from Russian insurance companies. Apart from the nationalisa- 
tio of Russian insurance by the Soviet Government, these 
companies were perfectly solvent, and there was no doubt that, 
if the negotiations going on in London at the present time 
resulted favourably, the whole of the sum would be ultimately 
recovered. Meantime, however, it had been eliminated from 
the balance-sheet, thus rendering it all the stronger. 

The question of the exchanges had been a very difficult one, 
as the Company had considerable business for many years 
past in most European countries. As a consequence, they had 
considerable balances outstanding, and, as the fluctuations had 
been many and violent, the directors had, however, decided 
this year to write down the whole of these balances to the 
market value at 31st December. , 

Having dealt with the working of the various other depart- 
ments during the period under review, he stated, in reference 
to their dividend policy the directors felt justified in declaring 
an interim dividend of 5 per cent., less tax, in respect of 
the first quarter of the current year, and they hoped, unless 
something unforeseen happened, to continue to pay that 
amount quarterly. 

Reviewing their progress during the past twenty years, their 
Company, he said, then had a capital of £200,000, of which 
£100,000 only was paid up—the premium income being approxi- 
mately £100,000. It had practically no goodwill and special 
reserve fund. To-day the Company had a paid-up capital of 
£1,092,896 and uncalled capital of £1,905,529, and after pro- 
viding a full reserve in the Marine Account and in other 
departments the standard reserve of 40 per cent., it had a 
general reserve fund, in addition, of £1,350,000 and an estab- 
lished business producing a premium income of well over 
£4,000,000 sterling. The whole of the cost of creating their 
valuable goodwill, amounting to a large sum, had been written 
off previous profits, with the exception of one item, £475,240, 
which was a satisfactory income-producing asset. 

As would be seen by their report, which showed the resources 
of the Company, their financial strength was impregnable, and 
that, apart from life premiums and funds, they had against 
the: other premium income of about three and a quarter 
millions funds in hand of over four millions. That indicated a 
financial strength of the highest order. 

he report and accounts were unanimously adopted, and the 
Proceedings closed with a vote of thanks to the Chairman,

JOSEPH TRAVERS & SONS. 


DIVIDEND 17} PER CENT. 


The Thirty-fifth Annual General Meeting of Joseph Travers 
and Sons Lid. was held on Monday last at Cannon Street 
Hotel, E.C., Mr. W. F. Travers (the Chairman) presiding. 

The CHAIRMAN said : You will notice that the trading profit, 
at £97,678, is £7,913 higher than in the previous year. Interest 
charges are heavier, however, as are the amounts we have 
written off by way of depreciation. The result is that our net 
profit comes out at £70,564—an increase of £2,75l—and this, 
i am sure you will agree, is satisfactory. 

The debts due to the Company are £179,903 more, at 
£760,436. This is a reflection of the high prices ruling in 
some of the more important articles in which we deal— 
particularly sugar and tea. 

Stocks are £53,297 lower, at £508,806, and this may seem 
paradoxical, in view of the high prices already referred to. 
lt is explained by the fact that, while we realise to the full 
the necessity for carrying stocks adequate to the efficient 
exercise of our functions as distributors, we aim at keeping 
such stocks clean and sound by means of constant and, as far 
as possible, rapid turnover. 

Investments are £2,521 more, at £33,098. 

On the liabilities side of the balance-sheet it will be observed 
that the debts due by the Company, including bills payable, 
are £94,045 higher, at £578,963. ‘Chis is not surprising, in 
view of the increased turnover and higher values already 
referred to. At this stage it may be appropriate to call your 
attention once again to the strong liquid position—a point of 
vital importance to a business such as ours. Debtors and cash 
only, taken together, aggregate £800,265, against current 
liabilities of £578,963. 

We come now to a consideration of the reserves. First of 
all, I must refer to the creation out of the available balance 
of profit of the suspense account of £10,000 to meet special 
expenditure. Our objects in making this allocation are two- 
fold. First, we are to be represented by an exhibit at the 
forthcoming British Empire Exhibition, and have in this con- 
nection already committed ourselves to a certain amount of 
expenditure. While we are in no way bound to provide for 
this expenidture in advance, we have thought it a prudent 
thing to do, and therefore we propose to charge it when and 
as incurred against this suspense account. Secondly, your 
directors promised that the staff should be provided with a 
sports ground at the first opportunity. After much difficulty, 
a suitable ground has been secured at New Eltham, and a 
pavilion is about to be erected. 

The general reserve, with an addition of the same amount 
as in the previous year, viz., £20,000, now stands at the very 
substantial figure of £330,000. 

The balance at the credit of the profit and loss account . 
appears in the balance-sheet as £76,665. Deducting the half: 
year’s Preference dividend paid on Ist February last, and the 
Ordinary dividend of 174 per cent. now recommended, will 
leave the carry-forward at £38,540—at which figure it is £685 
less than the amount brought in to the accounts. 

I am glad to inform you that the close attention which we 
have been giving to our Colonial trade has already produced 
encouraging results. Our trade with the Colonies has- grown 
considerably during the last year, and the prospects for the 
future are good. I am especially pleased to be able to say 
that our branch house in Singapore has done better than 
ever, and I look forward to that branch during the next few 
years becoming a more important factor in our business than 
it has been before. 

Consideration of trade with our Colonies brings me to what 
I wish to say about the British Empire Exhibition. Before 
telling you of our own connection with this great project, I 
may perhaps say a few words concerning the light in which 
we have viewed it. A year ago our late Chairman mentioned 
on a similar occasion to this the fact. that we were doing our 
utmost to foster relations with our Colonies, and the support 
with which we have met has greatly encouraged us. I think 
there is a closer sympathy in trade relationship within the 
Empire to-day than has existed ever before. The idea of 
this great Exhibition appealed to us, therefore, as coming just 
at a time when it would do a maximum of good. Also, I think 
it is worthy of attention that the criticism of the project, 
unlike much criticism, has proved to be creative rather than 
pernicious. I think there is no room for doubt, therefore, 
that, from a propaganda point of view as regards this country 
and our Colonies, the Exhibition is a perfectly conceived 
instrument, and is placed into operation at a _ correctly 
estimated psychological moment. 

We have procured a stand in a very excellent position close 
to the main entrance of the Palace of Industry, and there we 
hope we may have the pleasure of meeting many of our friends 
in this country and from overseas, and we shall welcome them 
at Cannon Street also.

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COAL-CARRYING ‘VESSELS. 
REPORT OF INFORMAL COMMITTEE. 


Attention having been called to some recent losses 
of eoal-laden vessels, a conference was arranged 
between representatives of the Board of Trade and 
of the Chamber of Shipping, and it was agreed that 
an informal Committee should be set up to make 
further inquiries, i

It was agreed that the procedure should be to 
wllect the facts, study the causes, and suggest 
remedies. A list was prepared from Board of Trade 
records, giving particulars of all British coal-laden 
seamers on voyages from the United Kingdom 
which foundered or were reported missing during 
the period Ist January, 1921-3lst January, 1924. 
The vessels on this list numbered twenty-six, but 
it was agreed by all that eleven of these should be 
eliminated because they were, for various reasons, 
not really relevant to the matter under considera- 
tion. All available information was obtained con- 
cerning the remaining fifteen vessels, and an 
analysis of these fifteen cases was prepared, separate 
comparisons being made under various headings. 
From a study of this analysis it appeared to the 
Gommittee that the most important points for 
consideration were :— 


. Cc 


1. The security of hatchways, especially No. 2. 
2. The height of coamings of hatchways. 
3. The question of shifting of cargo. 


Unanrmovus ConcLusions. 


After careful consideration of these three points, 
the Committee agreed unanimously to the following 
conelusions and recommendations : — 


1. The present system of closing hatchways, 
given good design, material, and workmanship, 
and provided that everything is maintained in good 
condition, is satisfactory; but it should be supple- 
mented in the case of all-weather hatches by each 
eetion of the hatch covers being secured indepen- 
dently by means of rope lashings. There should 
be at least six spare hatch-covers for use in 
emergency. 

2. In all new ships, and in old ships where lug 
tleats are being renewed, the cleats should be set 
atan angle, and the bulb angle, if fitted, should 
be not more than a foot from the upper edge of 
the hatch coaming. 

3. In new coal-carriers all coamings on the free- 
board deck should be the height of the bulwarks. 

4, It is important that all coal-carrying vessels 
should be carefully and properly loaded. This is 
‘specially necessary in the case of ships which are 
known to be tender. 





GERMAN nmmenrs (RECOVERY) ACT, 


THE REDUCED LEVY—EXTENSION OF 
TIME. 


By arrangement between His Majesty's Govern- 
Ment and the German Government the recent 
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the German Reparation (Recovery) Act, 1921, was 
reduced from 26 per cent. to 5: per cent, of the 
value of the goods, has been extended for two 
months, viz., until 15th June next. 

It wiil be remembered that, under the Agreement 
referred to, particulars of which were given in the 
‘* Journal ’’ of 28th February (page 271), the 
German Government agreed to arrange for the 
compensation of the German exporters at a later 
date in respect of goods imported on or after 26th 
February last, and to provide by Decree that if 
in any case any part of the sums levied under the 
Act were charged to the British importer the Ger- 
man exporter would forfeit his claim to reimburse- 
ment, and would, in addition, be subject to a 
penalty. A Decree to this effect is now in operation 
in Germany. 





RE-REGISTRATION OF INDUSTRIAL PROPERTY 
RIGHTS IN JAPAN. 


With reference to the notice which appeared in 
the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 27th December last (page 683), 
relative to the re-registration of industrial pro- 
perty rights in Japan, it is considered advisable 
to remind British owners of patents, designs, and 
trade marks entered on the Japanese registers at 
the date of the earthquake that, if it is desired 
to preserve such rights, they must be re-registered 
before 3lst October, 1924.

TRAVEL FACILITIES TO FAR EAST VIA 
SIBERIA. 


The Board of Trade has received copy of a 
dispatch from H.M. Minister at Stockholm cover- 
ing a report by the Swedish Trade Delegation at 
Moscow on facilities for travelling to the Far East 
via Siberia. The report gives the following infor- 
mation, obtained from the railway authorities at 
Moscow : — 

An express train, with sleeping carriage 
attached, leaves Moscow for Chita every alternate 
Thursday. It is possible that, from and including 
Ist May, a through carriage to Vladivostok may 
be put on. There are no changes between Moscow 
and Chita. The journey takes about seven days, 
and from Chita to Vladivostok five or six days. 

At present tickets for the train, reserved seats, 
and sleeping ‘berths are sold at Moscow only to 
Verkhneudinsk, which is the frontier station be- 
tween Russian Socialist Federative Soviet Republic 
and the former Far East Republic. (Tankhoy is 
the Customs station.) Tickets cannot be bought 
for the whole journey from Moscow to Chita, owing 
to the fact that no agreement regarding coinage 
yet exists between Russian Socialist Federative 
Soviet Republic and the Far East, where gold and 
silver coins are the means of payment. On arrival 
at Verkhneudinsk the traveller can request the 
** provodnik ”’ (the guard or attendant on the 
train) to buy another ticket to Vladivostok or 
Chita as desired. A ticket and reserved seat from 
Moscow to Verkhneudinsk costs 118 gold roubles, 
and from Verkhneudinsk to Vladivostok 120 gold 
roubles. Payment in Verkhneudinsk is accepted 
only in gold or silver, but the traveller can 
change such coinage for chervonets in a special 
exchange office in the station. Changing money 
through a porter should be avoided, as disadvan- 





ement, by which the amount of the levy under 


tageous exchange is received. 
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In the event of the journey being continued from 
Chita to, for instance, Japan, the traveller can 
make the entire journey through Russian territory 
by means of the Amur Railway or else partly 
through Chinese territory, the frontier station to 
China being Mandchuria, and to Russia, at the 
other end, Pogranitschnuya. The latter way is 
much shorter and more convenient, but the 
traveller, when this way is used, must be supplied 
with the Russian visa for the journey out of 
Russian territory, as well as for the return journey 
via Pogranitschnaya into Russian territory. <A 
steamer leaves Vladivostok for Tsuruga, in Japan, 
every week. 

Travellers who do not intend to travel through 
Vladivostok to Japan escape the latter journey via 
Pogranitschnaya, as the journey to Japan can be 
made via Charbin-Dairen. This also applies to the 
journey to China, 

If the traveller goes by the Amur railway, the 
journey, as mentioned, is through Russian territory 
the whole way, for which a visa is necessary only 
for the part from Vladivostok to Japan. 

On all these trains there are restaurant cars and 
bedding. This latter is kept in sealed bags, which 
are opened in the traveller’s presence, so that he 
may be sure that they have not been used before. 
The bed clothes are changed four times during the 
journey to Vladivostok. 
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ROUMANIAN PETROLEUM REGULATIONS. 


The Commercial Secretary at Bucharest has for- 
warded a translation of a Decision. of the Council 
of Ministers, dated 29th January, and published 
in the ‘‘ Monitor Oficial ’’ of 3rd February last, 
which stipulates the qualities and kinds of 
petroleum products which may be offered for sale 
for internal consumption in Roumania.

FORMOSAN RICE CROPS IN 1923. 


H.M. Consul at Tamsui reports that the final 
official figures of the second Formosan rice crop of 
1923 show a total yield of 2,264,876 koko, or 
11,233,785 bushels. 

So far from a second crop above the average 
being secured, as was hoped at the time of the first 
astimate, the final figures are over 800,000 bushels 
below even the second estimate. As compared with 
the second crop of 1922, there is a diminution of 
2,208,777 bushels, and a falling off in comparison 
with the average of the last five years of 84 per 
cent. 

The total rice crop of Formosa for 1923 thus 
amounts to 14,102,639 bushels. 





KOREAN RICE CROP. 


H.M. Consul-General at Seoul states that the 
final figures of the Korean rice cron in 1923, as 
published by the Government-General, show a total 
yield of 76,065,945 bushels from an area under 
cultivation of 3,876,923 acres, which compares with 
75,071,460 bushels from 3,894,871 acres in 1922. 

In spite of the somewhat unusual weather pre- 
vailing during the period of germination and 
ripening, the figures for the past year show an 
increase of nearly a million bushels as compared 
with 192°.

HOLLAND. 


INFLUENCE OF OCCUPIED GERMANY, 


From the economic point of view, the occupied 
districts of Germany form a Dutch “hinterland” 
and the influence of international affairs hag 
its stamp on the economic situation of the country 
in the past year. It is impossible to ignore th 
effects of the occupation of the most importay 
section of the Dutch hinterland and cessation » 
practical cessation of business there. This influence 
has been detrimental, in the first place, to th 
transport trade; consequently the two principal 
ports of the country—which are far too big fo 
its own requirements—have suffered considerably, 
as their primary function was catering for the 
industrial districts bordering the Rhine, which jy 
itself was the reason and medium for the eop. 
centrated commercial intercourse. Secondly, the 
detrimental influence was felt in the export trade 
ot Dutch agricultural produce, which at first was 
unprofitable, owing to the rate of exchange and 
prices reigning in Germany, and then was inter. 
fered with by the interruption of trade routes by 
occupying authorities, which prevented or delayed 
the transport of perishable goods. ‘Towards the 
end of the year, owing to its more durable nature, 
dairy produce—which during practically the whole 
of the period under review maintained a high 
level—was in demand for temporary investment 
purposes by German buyers. 

On the other hand—as is noted by Mr. R. J, 
Laming, Commercial Secr at the Hague, in 
his Report dated last month—a beneficial effec 
of the temporary closing of the hinterland may he 
observed in many Dutch industries, which, 
although not large and having to cope with what 
is considered by some as inordinate legislation, 
have steadily endeavoured to regain their olf 
markets and have opened out in new directions. 
Moreover, the export of certain agricultural pr- 
duce, such as bulbs, has shown an increase, and 
the produce of agricultural industries, such a 
potato flour, has more than held its own agains 
that of competitors. Of the newer industries, 
artificial silk works are showing a steady increas 
in their exports. Other industries, although 
formerly more or less dependent on Germany ia 
raw or half-finished material, have found othe 
suppliers for their requirements, and in many case 
this has benefited British export trade, although 
at the same time Belgian and French competition 
was met with, which in the course of the yeal, 
cwing to depreciated exchanges and the natuml 
consequences, continued to increase in force. 

The other large Dutch interests which have co- 
tributed to more prosperous conditions in tht 
country are those centred in the Dutch East Indies, 
and in endeavouring to gauge the whole economl 
situation Mr. Laming has gained an impressidl 
that in the past year commerce in general bit 
turned the corner, with the exception of the trait 
port trade, which still may be described as hangilf 
in the balance. 





FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


As was the case during and after the war, publi 
finance was slow in showing higher revenues, 4 
similarly these have been maintained during tl 
worst period of depression, owing to their bell! 
based on previous and more prosperous years. No 
that private finance is maintaining its position 
making slight headway, the public revenue 1s § 
declining, for the same reason as when it Ww 
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dower in improving. The depressed state of public 
fnance has made the necessity for retrenchment 
apparent, but, owing to the political situation, the 
necessary steps have not yet received Parliamentary 
anction, and until the political situation has been 
cleared no definite measures to establish public 
fnance on a sound footing can be forecast. 


There have been repeated efforts during the year 
to introduce protection, which were only partially 
successful in restricting the importation of foot- 


wear’. | 
Anxiety has been caused by the large holdings 
of Dutch currency by foreigners, chiefly German, 
both by foreign financial establishments operating 
in Holland and by the circulation of bank notes 
abroad. One of the results was the fear engendered 
among the Dutch that in case of a sudden with- 
drawal of these foreign-held balances the florin 
would receive a rude shock. 


THe New BupDGEt. 


In presenting the Budget the Minister of 
Finance stated that the estimated deficit of 48 
million florins for 1923 is not expected to be much 
reduced as, tnter alia, expenditure during the year 
on account of salaries to the staffs of lower educa- 
tional establishments were under-estimated by nine 
million florins. The total deficit for 1924 accord- 
ing to the Budget as originally presented is esti- 
mated at 50 million fl. The ordinary expenditure 
in 1924 is expected to exceed the ammount granted 
in 1923 by 31 million fl., which now, however, 
will include the loss on the railways, estimated 
at 22 million fl. for the year 1923. This loss 
formerly was regarded as crisis expenditure. 
Increased expenditure on State mines will result 
ina proportionate increase in revenue. Retrench- 
ment on departmental staff will be partly counter- 
acted by half pay and pensions payable on account 
of such reductions. An increase of expenditure 
of different Departments is due to the withdrawal 
of the franking privilege. Lower educational 
establishments will again absorb five million fl. 


more in salaries than in the previous vear. On 
the other hand, expenditure on _ secondary 
and university education will be reduced. The 


Department of Labour expects an increase of 24 
million fl. on account of losses on houses built 
by State aid. Unemployment is expected to cost a 
million florins more. Moreover, the abolition of the 
franking privilege will make a difference of 1} 
million fl. for this Department alone. The Navy 
is still an open question. The Fleet Bill, which 
was the cause of the political crisis in October, 
1923, will only be reintroduced by the Cabinet 
which has resumed office after the Budget plans 
for retrenchment have been debated, and then only 
im a considerably revised shape. The Budget 
estimates are given below :—

The items of extraordinary. expenditure show 
that over six million fl. are to be expended on the 
canalisation of the Maas in Limburg, over seven 
million fl, for the development of the State Mines, 
ll million fl. on promotion of building, and further 
sums as advances in connection with the Building 
Acts, Posts and Telegraphs, etc. Proposed

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economies on these appear considerable; for 
example, advances owing to housing acts will be 
reduced from 85 million fl. in 1923 to 286 million 
fl., premiums for building from 40 million fl. to 
64 million fl., telegraphic and telephonic works 
from 133 million fl. to six million fl. Under crisis 
expenditure four million fl. are expected to be 
required for providing work and doles in connection 
with unemployment. 

It was stated by the Minister in his Budget 
speech that the 98 million fl. deficit appearing in 
the schedule above is not to be considered final. 
Further expenditure of 12 million fl. should be 
provided for in connection with the State aid to 
the Old Age Pension Fund. Moreover, interest 
and redemption of the Public Debt will require 
5°75 million fl. more, where it is necessary to con- 
solidate a further 250 million fl. of floating debt. 
The deficit should, therefore, taking the last two 
items into consideration, amount to 116 million fl. 
Moreover, the amount to be expended on crisis 
expenditure of 5,737,456 fl. should for the future 
—beginning with 1925—be accounted for in the 
ordinary expenditure. The Minister stated that 
extremely stringent measures will have to be taken 
to endeavour to balance the Budget, and if future 
generations of the steadily increasing population 
wish to find a livelihood in the country, these efforts 
to arrive at a balanced Budget must not be relaxed. 

In the first place, expenditure under new Acts 
must be avoided, for which purpose it is proposed 
to withdraw the Bills for promotion of public 
health, and the revision of the secondary educational 
law; and no subsidies for new secondary schools 
will be granted or entirely new secondary schools 
The withdrawal of the crisis service will 
increase the burden of the ordinary service, but, in 
the opinion of the Government, it is necessary that 
unemployment should be looked at in a proper 
light and no longer considered a temporary affair. 
In consequence, the Government intend for the 
future to withdraw support and cause munici- 
palities to apply the Poor Law to such persons as 
prove to have no means of subsistence. In cases 
of municipalities which prove unable to afford such 
support the expenditure under this heading will 
be accounted for as ordinary expenditure. Where 
an increase of revenue cannot be expected auto- 
matic increases of expenditure must be avoided, 
for which purpose the Government intends for a 
period of three years to stop periodical increases of 
public salaries. 

To meet the deficit it will be necessary to re- 
organise and reduce State Services by which an 
economy of 30 million fl. must be attained, to re- 
organise the financing of social insurance, to 
reduce the total burden of salaries by one-fifth, 
and to obtain 40 million fl. from new taxation. 
It was distinctly stated that all four of these 
measures must be brought into operation to attain 
the desired result. The Government was not of 
the opinion that any portion of direct taxation— 
which, it realises, is depressing conditions gener- 
ally—can be in any way alleviated. On the other 
hand, alterations in the fiscal programme may be 
able to redistribute the burden more fairly. The 
Tariff will be reformed, but only in a fiscal sense, 
and not in a protective. sense. As regards 1925, 
retrenchment and reorganisation of the State 
Services are expected to save 30 million fl.; reduc- 
tions on salaries and wages, 35 million fl.; and 
deficits on State Services, such as posts, telegraphs, 
and telephones amounting to 25 million, will dis- 
appear, making a total possible amount of retrench- 
ment of 90 million fl. The latest estimate of the 
deficit for 1925 is 130 million fl. Taking into 


consideration increased revenue on account of: the 
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better return from income tax, and the possible new 
revenue from measures enumerated amounting to 
40 million fi., it would therefore appear that a 
balanced Budget for 1925 is feasible. 


SmatL HoLpines. 


The importance of agriculture to Holland cannot 
be over-estimated. The figures of the population 
engaged in it show that agricultural labourers are 
decreasing in numbers, whilst independent agri- 
culturalists or horticulturalists with small holdings 
are increasing. The figures available are :—

Whereas the holders of 20 hectares or less have 
increased, those with larger holdings (with the 
exception of the very largest) have decreased. 
The statistics show that nearly 90 per cent. of the 
total number consist of holdings of less than 50 
acres, and that more than 50 per cent. consist of 
holdings of from one to five hectares, or less than 
12 acres, thereby emphasising the intensiveness 
with which the country is worked. 

Of the total area under cultivation, it is worth 
noting that in 1922 902,266 hectares were under 
arable land, 1,231,052 hectares grass land, and 
96,095 hectares under horticultural land; the 
averages for 1911 to 1920 were 883,225, 1,227,241, 
and 86,001 hectares respectively. To show the 
importance of horticulture and pomiculture, the 
following figures for the total produce brought to 
auction in the whole country since 1910 are 
instructive :—

It should be remembered that these auctions 
represent practically the total horticultural produce 
of the country. 

It is regrettable that official figures for the past 
year are not yet available, but it is considered that 
they would only continue to prove the advisability 
of concentrating on intensively cultivated small 
holdings, coupled with intelligent co-operation. 
The use of artificial manure plays a most important 
role in the cultivation of the country—in fact, to 
a greater extent than in any other part of the 
world.

CoMPARISON OF Marcy AND FEBRUARY, 


Preliminary figures of the value of imports and 
exports during March were given, by genera] 
classes of goods, in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 10th April, 
and corresponding figures were also shown for 
Jianuary and February. Imports in March were 
greater than those in February by £7,023,000, 
£5,210,000 occurring in the food and drink class. 
Grain and flour alone yielded an increase of 
£5,047,000, principally due to the fact that. the 
new Argentine and Australian crops of wheat are 
now arriving, and to the receipt of nearly double 
as much wheat from the United States in March 
as in the previous month. Imports of raw materials 
were less in March than in February by £407,000, 
cotton showing a seasonal fall of £4,714,000, while 
wool increased by £2,547,000, and oil seeds and 
hides and skins also registered notable increases, 
Articles mainly manufactured were imported to a 
value greater in March than in February by 
£2,737,000, an increase pretty generally dis. 
tributed, the largest contributions being made by 
the groups of non-ferrous metals (£601,000) and oils 
and fats (£707,000). Exports of the produce and 
manufactures of the United Kingdom fell off in 
March by £6,872,000 compared with the previous 
month, food, etc., being £454,000 less, raw 
materials £649,000 (though coal was greater by 
£190,000), and manufactured goods £5,946,000. 
Among manufactures only textiles (other than 
cotton, wool, and silk) and oils and fats showed 
increases, amounting together to £95,000, while 
there were decreases of £550,000 in iron and steel 
and manufactures thereof, of £486,000 in non- 
ferrous metals, of £505,000 in machinery, of 
£1,817,000 in cotton yarns and manufactures, of 
£1,288,000 in woollen and worsted goods, and of 
£319,000 in chemicals. Re-exports showed only 
the small decrease of £530,000 in March compared 
with February, food, etc., being less by £631,000, 
raw materials greater by £256,000, and manufac- 
tured goods less by £156,000. 


TWELVE MontHs’ REVIEW. 


The disturbance of trade in February caused by 
the stoppage at the docks in the latter half of the 
month naturally continued also into March, and, 
taking into consideration also the earlier railway 
strike, the trade of the first quarter of this year 
can be treated better when taken as a whole than 
by comparison of the separate months. Further- 
more, with March there has been completed twelve 
months during which the statistics have been 
homogeneous so far as regards inclusion of trade 
with the Irish Free State, and this affords an oppor: 
tunity of making a survey of the whole of that 
period in the following tables :—

Retained imports of articles of food, drink, and 
tobacco formed 48'9 per cent. of our total retained 
imports in the twelve months under review, whereas 

‘in 1913 and 1922, when trade with the Irish Free 
State was not included, they were respectively 42°3 
and 50 per cent. The great bulk of the import 
trade from the Irish Free State into Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland consists of articles of this 
class.

There is also a considerable import trade in beer, 
Which was not recorded separately in the monthly 
trade accounts for 1923, but is shown in those for 
1924; the quantity imported and retained in the 
March quarter, 1924, was 312,000 standard barrels, 
and, as only 2,042 standard liaerall were reported 
in the first quarter of 1923, it is plain that practi- 
cally all came from the Irish Free State. The

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quarterly fluctuations in the quantities of the 
listed commodities imported and retained reflect 
chiefly seasonal fluctuations in the producing 
countries. It is worth observing that in the twelve 
months ended 3lst March, 1924, gross imports of 
wheat from Canada were slightly greater than those 
from the United States, 30,437,000 cwt., against 
29,559,000 ewt.; Argentina sent 22,122,000 ecwt., 
India 9,849,000 ewt., and Australia 6,218,000 cwt. 
Imports of wheat from India in the March quarter, 
1924, were only 287,000 cwt., rather less than one- 
tenth of the quantity imported in the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1928.

About 25°5 per cent. of the total output of coal in 
1913 was exported and 73 per cent. was shipped 
for the use of steamers in the foreign trade; in 
1923-24 the proportions were respectively 27°3 and 
64 per cent. The total output fell from 287,480,000 
tons in 1913 to 279,670,000 tons in the twelve 
months ended 3lst March, 1924. The refining of 
oil in the United Kingdom has developed since the 
war, and the aggregate imports of crude petroleum 
are two-thirds greater than in 1922, while the 
imports of refined petroleum are practically the 
sume. 


Tron AND STEEL AND ALLIED TRADES.

A glance 
at the table shows a decided slackening during the 
first quarter of 1924 in the exports of iron and steel

The chief changes are seasonal. 
twelve months ended March, 1924, 
cent. of the gross imports of cotton came from the 
United States, as against 72°9 per cent. in 1918, 
and 24°6 per cent. from Egypt, instead of 18°5 per 
cent., imports from the former country being down 
by 53°8 per cent., and from the latter by 16°5 per 
cent. Increased imports from India and other 
countries could not make good the deficit. Re- 
tained imports of wool are less than in 1913 by 36 
per cent., and reductions are registered in all other 
textiles. 

The following table shows, first, the retained 
imports of semi-manufactured and finished textile 
goods, and, second, British exports of similar 
classes. Not only are the imports small in com- 
parison with the exports, except in the case of silk 
goods, but on the whole they are less than in 1913.

The competition of imported textiles was greater 
in 1923-24 than it was in 1922, but the increase 
cannot be regarded as serious. Exports of cotton 
yarns and manufactures were slightly larger than 
in 1922, woollen and worsted yarns and manufac- 
tures showed a substantial increase, there was a 
slight rise in silk goods, and somewhat. larger 
increases in linen, jute, and cordage. In the first 
quarter of 1924 exports of textile yarns were better 
than the average of the preceding nine months; 
the same is true for cotton, wool, linen, and jute 
piece-goods and carpets, but there was a setback 
in flannels and delaines and cordage, and not much 
change in silks. 
were less in March than in February by 10°9 pe 
cent. and woollen and worsted tissues by 25°5 ai 
cent. The reduction in cotton goods was pretty 
widespread, though Germany took half as much 
again in March as in February, and China, Japan, 
Argentina, and Australia showed heavy reductions 
in woollen and worsted tissues.

The exports of glass, brass, copper, lead, sul- 
phuric acid, copper sulphate, ammonium sulphate, 
potassium compounds, soap, leather, hats and 
bonnets, and linoleum and oilcloth were greater 
in the first quarter of 1924 than the average of the 
preceding nine months. The reduction in the 
exports of paper and cardboard, compared with the 
December quarter of 1923, were mainly due to a 
very heavy falling-off in the exports of printing 
and writing paper to Australia.

COMPARISONS OF VOLUME AND VALUE. 


When the goods imported into and exported from 
the United Kingdom during the first quarter of 
1924 are calculated at the average values of goods 
of similar description imported and exported dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1923, it is found that, on 
balance, the changes in prices have been compara- 
tively small. The average values of imports were 
higher this year than last by 26 per cent., for 
British exports average values were lower by 13 
per cent. and for re-exports higher by 2°2 per cent. 
The following statement shows the aggregate values 
declared and calculated :—

The figures for 1924 are inclusive of the trade of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland with the Irish 
Free State, but exclude direct trade with overseas 
countries from Southern Ireland. Complete infor- 
mation as to the magnitude of the trade thug 
brought into the account, or omitted therefrom, 
is not yet available. For the purposes of approxi- 
mate comparison,- however, a total of about 
£9,000,000 should be deducted from the import 
total for the current year or added to that of last 
year, the similar adjustment for exports being 
about £10,000,000, so far as indicated by the 
known totals, and that of re-exports about 
£2,500,000. Making these adjustments, the im- 
ports of the first quarter of 1924 appear to have 
been greater in volume than those of the first 
quarter of 1923 by about 4 per cent., the exports 
of United Kingdom goods. showed but a negligible 
change in volume, while re-exports increased by 
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about 25 per cent. Net imports (imports, less re- 
imports), which appear from the above table to 
have increased by about 4 per cent., showed in 
reality an expansion in volume by less than 2 per 
cent. As the changed relation of Southern Ireland 
to the trade accounts commenced from Ist April, 
1923, our next quarterly review of the changes in 
the volume of trade will have the advantage of 
comparing aggregates relating to the same geo- 
graphical areas in 1923 and 1924. Meanwhile, the 
provisional estimates given above may enable such 
comparisons as are made to be adjusted approxi- 
mately to a sound basis. 


VALUES ON THE Basis or 1913 Prices. 


Taking account of the results of the comparisons 
made a year ago between the average values of 
imports and exports in the first quarter of 1923 and 
1913, the following statement shows the approxi- 
mate values of the imports and exports of the last 
four quarters and of previous years. The corre- 
sponding figures for the quarters of 1918 are shown 
in brackets :—

Taking the last twelve months as a whole, the 
imports are shown as less in volume than in 1913 
by about 2°5 per cent. The adjustment in respect 
of Ireland would add 35 to 4 per cent. to this 
figure. The exports are shown as reduced by 22 
per cent. from the 1913 volume, and this figure 
also would need to be increased by 3°5 to 4 to 
deduce comparisons instructive as being compari- 
sons of similars. For re-exports the reduction 
shown from the volume of 1913 trade, which is 
about 6 per cent., would need to be doubled in 
order to allow for the change in respect of Ireland.

Comparing the twelve-month periods, the com- 
paratively small changes between the calendar year 
19°93 and the twelve months to March, 1924, are 
noteworthy. The average values of exports and of 
re-exports have fallen somewhat, while for imports 
a reaction towards the 1922 position is shown. The 
market prices average shows a greater movement 
than is, as yet, reflected in the trade figures. 
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PRINcIPAL CLASSES OF GooDs. 

In dealing with the figures relating to the main 
classes of goods imported and exported, while jt 
is necessary to bear in mind the difficulty of com. 
parisons between totals, some of which relate to 
the United Kingdom inclusive of the whole: of 
Ireland, while others cover Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland only, adjustments are more 
speculative than for the aggregates of all imports 
and exports. It may be remembered, however, that 
food and drink bulk very largely in our imports 
from the Irish Free State, while manufactured 
goods (including manufactured foods) form the 
greater part of our exports to that country. The 
re-exports include principally foodstuffs. The net 
imports of the last four quarters, valued on the 
basis of 1918 prices, give the following series of 
figures, the corresponding figures for 1915 (for 
Great Britain and Ireland) being given in brackets,

It will be seen from this table that, taken as a 
whole, the volume of net imports. of food and drink 
was not only greater during the March quarter 
than in 1913, but exceeded the 1913 -net imports in 
greater degree than during the preceding half-year, 
For raw. materials there are decreases, the decrease 
in the March quarter being relatively greater than 
that of the preceding two quarters. lor manufac- 
tured goods the imports, at 1913 prices, were about 
equal to the average of the two preceding quarters, 
while the 1913 comparative figures show a slightly 
smaller total.

Qur exports of raw materials, among which coal 
is chief and wool second, have recovered the 
magnitude recorded in 1913. Even if the correction 
in respect of Ireland be made, this branch of our 
export trade compares not unfavourably with the 
1913 position. In the first quarter of 1924 the 
exports of coal, exclusive of 662,000 tons to the 
Irish Free State, amounted to 15,044,000 tons, a 
figure which compares with 17,239,000 tons in. the 
first quarter of 1918. Though still nearly 13 per 
cent. less than in 1915, the coal exports show a 
marked recovery as compared with two years ago. 
Last year much higher figures were recorded, owing 


to the special demand resulting from the Ruhr 


occupation. Exports of manufactures compare less 
favourably with the pre-war position. On the basis

of 1913 values the quarter’s total shows a deficit of 
26 per cent. on the first quarter of 1913, and this 
figure may quite probably be increased to 30 if the 
necessary adjustment for Ireland be made. The 
increase on the figures for the first quarter of 1923 
(£717 million at 1913 values for manufactures 
exported) appears to be required to provide for the 
exports to the Irish Free State. The falling off in 
the March quarter as compared with the December 
quarter is noteworthy. Clearly the recovery of 
our export trade hangs fire.

INTERNATIONAL ADVERTISING CONVENTION 
AT WEMBLEY. 


An International Advertising Convention is to 
be held at the British Empire Exhibition from 14th 
to 19th July. Organised by the Associated Adver- 
tising Clubs of the World, these Conventions have 
been formerly held in the United States, and some 
of the largest banks in America admit their rapid 
growth to be due in no small part to sound éduca- 
tional advertising policies. A study of American 
methods and a comparison of them with British 
financial advertising policies should be a matter of 
great interest to the finanetal world in general. 

The Convention this year is under the patronage 
of the Prince of Wales. It is expected to draw 
to London a total of some 8,000 delegates from the 
British Isles, the Dominions, Colonies, and other 
countries. The programme, which will include 





every branch of advertising and every business or 


industry to which advertising can be applied, will 
be contributed to in the proportions of 50 per cent. 
by British delegates and 50 per cent. by delegates 
from overseas. Of the latter over 2,000, it is 
stated, will come from America alone, and many 
hundreds are expected from all over the Continent 
of Europe.

SOUTH AFRICAN FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner in London for the Union 
of South Africa reports that, aeeording to cable 
advice received from the Department of Agri- 
culture, Pretoria, 58,950 cases of fresh fruit and 
7,209 boxes of dried fruit left Cape Town on 4th 
April for United Kingdom and Continental ports. 
The fresh fruit included: grapes, 15,860 cases; 
pears, 37,683 cases; apples, 1,885 cases; pines, 
1,971 cases; while the dried fruit was composed of 
3,598 boxes of raisins and 3,611 boxes of sultanas. 





UNITED STATES BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


The representative in London of the Irving 
Bank-Columbia Trust Company, New York, has 
been advised by cable that there has been an 
improvement in the retail trade, but that boots 
and shoes, leather and leather goods and hides at 
Chicago are dull. Building activity is the greatest 
on record. The steel ingot output during March 
amounted to 3,953,000 tons, whilst the United 
States Steel Corporation’s unfilled. orders at the 
end of March were 4,783,000 tons.

CANADA. 


WATER POWER RESOURCES. 


In the annual report for 1922-23 of the Dominion Water 
Power Branch it is stated that the known available water 
power in Canada from all sources is 18,255,000 horse-power 
for conditions of ordinary minimum flow and 32,076,000 h.p. 
under a flow estimated for maximum development—i.e., 
dependable for at least six months of the year. It is 
believed that these are conservative estimates, since an 
analysis of the water-power plants scattered from coast 
to coast, concerning which complete data are available 
as to turbine installation and satisfactory information as 
to stream flow, gives an average machine installation 30 
per cent. greater than the six-month flow maximum power. 
Applying this, the figures quoted above therefore indicate 
that the present recorded water-power resources of the 
Dominion will permit of a turbine installation of 41,700,000 
h.p. The total installation to date in water-wheels and 
turbines through the Dominion is 2,973,759 h.p. In other 
words, the present turbine instaijlation represents only 
7 per cent. of the recorded water-power resources. 


UTILISATION OF DEVELOPED WaTER POWER. 


The 2,973,759 h.p. at present installed in this country 
may be classified as follows :— 


2,204,486 h.p. in central stations for general distribu- 
tion for all purposes. 

484,228 h.p. installed in pulp and paper mills, not 
including 160,577 h.p. purchased by pulp and paper 
companies from central stations. 

285,045 h.p. installed in industries other than central 
stations and pulp and paper mills. 


The total installation for the Dominion averages 338 h.p. 
per thousand population, a_ figure which maintains 
Canada’s position as second only to Norway in the per 
capita utilisation of water power among the countries of 
the world. 

Throughout the Dominion there were, at lst February, 
i923, 273 hydro-electric central stations, with an installed 
turbine capacity of 2,204,486 h.p., or a generator installa- 
tion of 1,636,084 kv. a., of which totals 1,556,956 h.p. were 
installed in commercial or privately. owned stations, while 
647,530 h.p. were installed in municipal or publicly owned 
Stations. 

The units vary in size from 10 h.p. to the 55,000 h.p. 
turbines recently installed in the Queenstown development

of the Ontario Hydro-Electric Power Commission. The 
turbine units in the industry average 3,483 h.p., while 
the average installation of the central stations !s 8,075 h.p. 

Water power is operating 113 pulp and paper mills in 
Canada, 644,805 h.p. being employed. Of this total, 
484,228 h.p. is actually installed in connection with the 
mills and i60,577 h.p. is purchased from hydro-electric 
central stations. 


Past AND Future UTILISATION OF WatER PoweER. 


The growth of water-power developments in Canada has 
been striking. The total installed h.p. has grown from 
975,000 to 2,974,000 since 1910; central station installation 
from 605,000 to 2,204,000 h.p., and pulp and paper 
installation from 191,000 to 484,000 h.p. There is reason 
to believe that this rate of growth will not diminish. New 
uses for electric current of the greatest import in industrial 
processes and services are being constantly discovered. 
Canada’s strategic advantage in the large reserves of water 
power within transmission distance of her centres of 
population should attract special industries to these centres 
in increasing numbers. Population follows industry, and 
at once an added market is created for power for domestic 
and mun. :>al uses. All the modern tendencies in the 
utilisation ot . sap pewer indicate that the rate of growth 
of hydro-electric development in Canada will increase 
rather than lessen. Should the rate of installation since 
1910 be maintained at its present rate, there will be 
installed in 1925 3,360,000 h.p., in 1930 4,110,000 h.p., in 
1935 4,800,000 h.p., and in 1940 5,600,000 h.p. Available 
reserves are more than ample to take care of these future 
demands for a long time to come. 

The water power now developed in Canada represents 
an investment of over 620 million dols. In 1940, should the 
rate of growth in installation during the past fifteen years 
be continued, this investment will have grown to over 
1,100 million dols. The present development represents an 
annual equivalent of 26,700,000 tons of coal, which, valued 
at 10 dols. per ton, represents 267 million dols. In the 
year 1940 these annual figures will, with the foregoing 
assumption, have become 50 million tons and 500 million 
dols.

The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries for the first two months of 1924, as summarised in 
the French press, show that the value of French imports 
from the United Kingdom amounted to 872,646,000 frances, 
as against 715,517,000 frs. in the first two months of 1923, 
an increase of 157 million frs. The value of imports from 
the United States rose by nearly 359 million frs., namely, 
from 842,362,000 frs. to 1,201,119,000 frs. The value 
of imports from Germany amounted to 268,213,000 
frs., as against 139,783,000 frs., an increase of over 128” 
million frs.

GENERAL PROSPECTS OF THE FAIR. | 


Increasing evidence of the world-wide interesi— 
greater than ever before—which is taken in the 
British Industries Fair is being received by the 
Department of Overseas Trade, the organising 
authority, as the date of opening of the tenth Fair 
draws near. 


For more than six months past the Department, 
with the assistance of its British Industries Fair 
Publicity Committee, representing both the 
London and Birmingham Sections, has _ con- 
ducted an active publicity campaign on _ behalf 
of the Fair in all parts of the world, con- 
centrating special attention on those countries 
where the prevailing rates of exchange give the 
best prospects of business for the British exporter. 
The chief appeal is made direct to the buyer, 
through a series of follow-up letters, including a 
two-colour illustrated booklet of the Fair, and con- 
cluding with a personal invitation card and 
information as to the facilities afforded to the 
buyer. These letters reach approximately fifty 
thousand overseas buyers of the goods exhibited at 
the London and Birmingham sections of the Fair. 
This direct attack is supported by advertisements 
In trade and export journals circulating overseas, 
and by the personal and editorial work of the 
Department’s overseas officers in all parts of the 
world. Posters and poster cards are displayed in 
British Consulates; and British banks, shipping 
and insurance companies have co-operated in the 
most whole-hearted and public-spirited manner. 

Several thousand replies have already been 
received by the Department from buyers overseas, 
over 50 per cent. of whom state their intention 


elther to visit the Fair or to send their Kuropean 
buyer. In other cases the writers, being unable 
to arrange either to visit the Fair or to send a 
representative, have requested to be put into touch 
with exhibitors in certain lines. Ample evidence 
is forthcoming that the connection thus established 
has led eventually to satisfactory orders and the 
probability of steady business in the future. 

An analysis of the replies so far received shows 
that the countries chiefly interested are Holland, 
Switzerland, Canada, the United States of 
America, Italy, Denmark, and Belgium. The 
British Empire will be represented by buyers not 
only from all the great Dominions, but even from 
the islands of the West Indies and the Pacific. 
South America contributes its quota from 
Venezuela in the North to Chile in the South, from 
Brazil on the East to Peru on the West. Europe, 
as already indicated, will send buyers in large 
numbers. The trades most enquired after are 
printing and stationery, silverware and cutlery, 
fancy goods (including leather), and engineering 
and hardware; but enquiries are spread over all the 
trades exhibited. 

Two conditions are essential for the successful 
conduct of a trade fair: firstly, the presence of 
representative exhibitors in adequate numbers; and, 
secondly, the attendance of a sufficiency of buyers 
anxious to replace exhausted stocks of familiar 
gvoods and ready to take up new lines. 

The first condition is already guaranteed, and 
the 1924 British Industries Fair will be fully up 
to the high standard set by its forerunners as 
a display of British industrial production. As

Advantages of the Fair to Buyers. 


While the assistance of the British manufacturer 
was the fundamental reason for the Fair’s establish- 
ment, and is so for its continued existence, it is 
by its very nature a tremendous boon to the overseas 
buyer. The Fair and the concentration of goods it 
affords obviates the weeks, and possibly months, 
the buyer interested in British manufactures would 
have to spend in railway trains and hotels in order 
to satisfy his wants, and enables him to do his 
business within a few hours. 

The briefest study of the catalogue of the British 
Industries Fair will suffice to give the buyer a 
good idea of the enormous range of goods displayed 
there for his selection. So comprehensive are the 
exhibits in most of the sections of the Fair that 
he has only to inspect the wares displayed and 
he has seen virtually the whole range of British 
output in that particular trade. 

The importance of these advantages can be 
scarcely exaggerated, for to carry out a similar 
Inspection otherwise would entail, as previously 
indicated, months of travel, expense, and toil, and, 
after all the trouble he had taken, the foreign 
buyer visiting England might even then fail to 
get into touch with the manufacturer of some 
article which would be of incalculable value to 
him, and might well remain in ignorance of some 
new feature, special development, or fresh method. 
Then, too, at the end of each day’s journey he 

would have to compare from memory the products 
he had just seen with those of other firms whose 
manufactures he had examined at a more distant 
period. The buyer at the Fair has no such 
difficulties, for before him will be grouped the 
actual manufacturers of the goods he wishes to buy. 

A further important advantage for the buyer 
lies in the fact that an exhibitor booking substantial

orders at the Fair—it has not infrequently happened 
that a firm has booked its entire output for the 
vear—is enabled thereby to reduce considerably his 
production costs. His raw material and labour 
needs are clearly defined, and he can produce his 
wares on the most economical lines. This saving 
on’ production reacts on prices to the benefit of 
customers at the I*air. 

The transaction of business at the Fair also gives 
the buyer the opportunity of meeting the principals 
of the firms with which he deals, and so introduces 
that ‘* personal touch ’’ the cultivation of which 


is so desirable in business relationships. 


Competitive Prices. 


Details of exhibits that will be on view at the 
Fair leave no doubt that never before has the 
resolution to obtain more trade by a study of 
foreign markets and their needs been more general 
throughout almost every industry. Not only is 
this a feature of the Fair, but it is obvious that 
British manufacturers as a whole realise the need 
for quoting the lowest possible prices for all lines 
consistent with unimpaired quality. 

In the past British quality has been sufficient 
to sell goods in the face of almost any competitive 


prices. The shortage of money since the war 
seriously impaired this asset. It is therefore 


doubly encouraging to note that British manufac- 
turers as a whole have retained all their old quality 
and are able to ofter their goods at the coming Fair 
at prices which wilkcompare favourably with those 
of almost any other foreign country. 





Origin and growth of the Fair. 


The British Industries Fair is largely the product 
of conditions that were revealed by the war. The 
cutting off of certain imports as a result of the 
conflict brought to the front various deficiencies 
and disadvantages which were having a serious 
effect upon British industries. The organisation 
of a series of conferences known as Exchange 
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Yeetings, where British manufacturers might 
inspect samples, obtain particulars of the goods 
afiected, and meet interested buyers, was among 
the earliest steps taken to meet the situation. 
Promptly as this had been done, however, it soon 
pecame evident (in 1915) that, having stimulated 
the production of these various lines, the Govern- 
ment must go a step further and help provide 
, market where the goods could be shown to the 
best advantage—hence the first British Industries 
Fair. 

Ample evidence of its utility is afforded by the 
fact that the Fair has,“‘at the request of the 
exhibitors, been held annually since that year. 
It has since exceeded by far its original purpose, 
and has become the leading annual event in the 
buyer’s calendar; the more so as the widening 
Imperial aspect of the Fair has appealed with 
ever-growing force, year by year, to the manu- 
facturer, as well as to the buyer, from Britain 
Uverseas. 


Nature of the Fair. 


The British Industries Fairs are not Exhibitions. 
They are 7rade Fairs, to which admittance is 


restricted to bona fide trade buyers seriously 
interested in the merchandise on view. Only 
British manufacturing firms are permitted to 


exhibit, and no exhibitor is allowed to display 
voods other than those of his own actual production. 
Buyers who visit the Fair know, therefore, that 
no articles shown on an exhibitor’s stand can be 
purchased elsewhere in the Fair. ‘The British 
Industries Fair is, in consequence, immeasurably 
more valuable to buyers than a fair in which 
identical articles may be shown on many stands, 
and where a visitor may spend much time in 
comparing the different prices at which competing 
exhibitors may be offering the same goods. 

The British Industries Fair is also in advance 
of many of the fairs now organised in various 
European towns in that participation is limited to 
manufacturers of articles which are suitable for 
inclusion. At certain ‘‘ Samples ”’’ Fairs railway 
engines, bie guns, and similarly large and heavy 


ee 


products of engineering works, have been on view. 
It is clear that these are not articles which are 
purchased by the trade buyer for stock and re-sale. 
The British Industries Fair has too keen an 
appreciation of the value of the buyer’s time to 
permit the presence of exhibits useless to him, and 
the space at the Fair’s disposal, though large, can 
always be filled to better purpose. 





Assistance from Official Quarters. 


The services rendered to the invited buyer do not 
end with the collection under one roof of the 
principal British manufacturers. The resources of 
the British Government are at: his call, and every 
possible assistance is rendered him in finding the 
particular articles he wishes to buy. The Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade opens fully staffed offices 
in the Fair buildings, in order that both buyers 
and exhibitors may obtain authentic information 
on all important points. Officers of the Department 
are ready to answer enquiries as to tariffs in all 
parts of the world, and a special staff provides 
information as to shipping and transport. Other 









officers are prepared to advise as to the most likely 
sources of supply, not only of the articles included 
in the Fair, but also of all British productions. 
Such assistance is always useful, and is often of 
incalculable value. 

The Department’s help does not stop with advice 
and information. Arrangements are made for the 
buyer’s comfort and assistance at the Fair. 
Interpreters are provided for his use, free of charge. 
Special writing rooms are set apart for his con- 
venience; there he can carry on his correspondence, 
while special post offices deal with his letters and 
telegrams. It is unnecessary for him to leave the 
Fair for hisgmeals, restaurants and tea rooms being 
provided in the buildings, 

The foreign visitor also receives valuable assist- 
ance from the manner in which the catalogues of 
the Fair are produced. They are books of reference 
—not merely lists of exhibitors’ names. In them 
he can find in his own language a classified index 
of every article exhibited. They are not sold, but 
are handed free to all overseas visitors to the Fair. 
Their contents, serving as a reference work for 
the year, and consulted regularly in all parts of 
the world, are edited with expert knowledge by 
selected ofticers of the Department of Overseas 
Trade and the Birmingham Committees.

Reduced Fares to the British Industries Fair. 


The forthcoming British Industries Fair, which 
will be held at the White City, London, from 
28th April to 9th May, and at the Castle Bromwich 
Aerodrome, Birmingham, from 12th to 23rd May 
next, should establish a record for the numbers 
of trade buyers visiting it from all parts of the 
country. 

By a special arrangement between the railway 
eroups and the Department of Overseas Trade, the 
organisers of the Fair, visitors will be able to 
make the return journey from anywhere in Great 
Britain at a cost of one and a third of the ordinary 
single fare. 

The system by which this has been arranged 1s 
exceedingly ingenious. Attached to each of the 
invitations issued by the Department of Overseas 
Trade to trade buyers will be a special slip, which 
the visitor to the Fair can present at the railway 
booking office when he purchases his ticket for 
either London or Birmingham. On it the booking 
elerk will stamp the name of the station from 
which the visitor to the Fair is travelling. The 
visitor, when at the Fair, has then only to have 
the stamp of the Fair authorities affixed, and the 
slip at once becomes a voucher which will be 
accepted at the railway stations in both London 
and Birmingham as worth two-thirds of his return 
fare to the station from which he started. 

The saving to. buyers who come from long dis- 
tances will be considerable. A buyer, for example, 
whose single fare to London is £3, will be able 
to purchase a ticket for his return journey for £1 
on handing his: stamped voucher to the booking 
clerk at his London station. 

Such action, by the railway companies is a 
striking pronouncement of their belief in the Fair 
as an important factor in the creation of national 
wealth, and should play a considerable part in 
augmenting the volume of business done.

Although the watch and clock trade is not quite so 
fully represented, nevertheless some very interest- 
ing displays will be seen. A wide range of bracket 
clocks, with mahogany, oak, and metal cases, will 
be exhibited, together with grandfather and grand- 
mother clocks. 

Last, but not least, in this important section is 
the display of hard haberdashery, such as needles, 
pins, crochet hooks, buttons, ete., and general 
small metal wares for the drapery and _ hosiery 
trades. Although small in themselves, they consti- 
tute necessitous articles, and enjoy a world-wide 
demand. 





Il.—Chemicals, Drugs and Scientific 
Instruments. 


Entering the White City from the Shepherd’s 
Bush end, the visitor will find on the left of the 
hall the sections dealing with scientific instruments 
and opticians’ supplies, chemicals, drugs, and 
druggists’ sundries. On the right of the left gang- 
way are also to be found exhibitors of domestic 
chemical products, soaps, perfumery, etc. 

An important and_ representative section of 
exhibits will be that devoted to opticians’ supplies. 
The manufacture of these goods is a section of 
British industry which is in its bearing on national 
health important, and there will be ample evidence 
that the British manufacturer is able to produce 
at reasonable prices such goods as spectacle lenses, 
gold-filled spectacle frames and mountings, spec- 
tacle cases of all descriptions, ophthalmic instru- 
ments of various types, machinery for making 


spectacle lenses, and, indeed, all types of apparatus 
which are requisite for the proper equipment of the 
workshops and testing rooms of retail opticians, 
oculists, or wholesale jobbing houses. 

Scientific equipment of a varied nature will also 
be seen, including a comprehensive selection of 
meteorological instruments, clinical thermometers, 
thermometers of special sensitivity and accuracy, 
and also types for the use of photographers, for 
household and.a variéty of other purposes. Labora- 
tory equipment will be included. 

Though the British Kmpire Exhibition has had 
a great attraction for the chemical industry, yet 
the British Industries Fair will provide the visitor 
with an important selection of British manufac- 
tures, covering a wide range of products, and 
should not be neglected. Samples of insecticides, 
fine and analytical chemicals, pharmaceutical 
chemicals, and heavy chemicals of various classes 
will be seen, Several important firms have taken 
large areas, and there will be many attractive 
and important exhibits. Many branches of the 
chemical industry will be represented, so that the 
buyer requiring, for example, synthetic perfumery 
or chemicals of the highest purity will be able to 
satisfy his requirements equally with one who is 
only concerned with such heavy chemicals as sul- 
phate of ammonia, sulphuric acid, or coal tar 
products, salts of antimony, arsenic, and so on. 

Soaps, perfumery, and druggists’ sundries always 
constitute an important and attractive section. All 
classes of perfumery, cosmetics, pomades, toilet 
powders, hair washes, and the many and one things 
which are summed up in ‘‘ toilet preparations,’’ 
will be there in profusion. 


I1Il.—Toys and Games Section. 

At every British Industries Fair since its 
inception the Toy and Games Section has been a 
large and representative one. This year it is per- 
haps more so because firms well known in the 
industry are exhibiting who have not done so 
before, or, at any rate, for some years. 

The number of exhibitors is about the same as 
last vear, and buyers will be amply repaid when 
visiting this section, where many new toys will be 
put before them, 

There will be the usual fine display of lead 
soldiers and soft toys, and one firm who manufac- 


ture the latter have promised to exhibit a novelty 
which should arouse much interest and lead to 
excellent business. Strong wooden toys, dolls’

IV.—Sports Goods Section. 


The Sports Goods Section, although not so large 
or representative as last year, will nevertheless 
rovide excellent opportunities for the buyer to 
inspect the full range of samples of many excellent 
manufacturers who are not so well known to the 
general public, but who make tennis rackets, 
hockey sticks, golf clubs and requisites, footballs, 


etc., second to none. 


V.—Leather and Leather Goods. 


The section of the Fair devoted to the display 
of leather is confined to manufacturers of leather 
suitable for use in the following industries: 

Fancy and solid leather goods, 
Travelling requisites, 
Bookbinding and upholstery. 

As at previous Fairs, the exhibits in the section 
will be quite representative, as the firms showing 
include many of our leading manufacturers, who 
have exhibited for a number of years past. An 
inspection of their stands will reveal the fact that 
United Kingdom manufacturers are producing 
leathers which are of the highest standard. Special 
features will be noticed in the dyeing of leathers, 
which has now been brought to perfection. 

The distinct note of originality in the section 
in the way of new grains and shades, for which 
buyers have learned to look at previous Fairs, will 
be as marked as ever in 1924. 


The Fancy Leather Goods Industry. 

The leather goods section will be larger this year 
than the 1923 Fair, and, although the section has 
always been thoroughly representative of the 
industry, there are additions of some importance 
this year. 

The area occupied by this section is approxi- 
mately 18,000 square feet, the number of exhibi- 
tors being well over 50. The exhibits in the Fancy 
Leather Goods Section are* representative of all 
branches of the industry, as there will be shown

everything from belts and purses and similar cheap 


articles for the native trade to the most exquisite 
hand-tooled stationery cases and ladies’ hand-bags, 
etc, 

Many of the exhibitors have already established 
a special export department, admirably adapted to 
handle all export requirements, as the outcome of a 
close study of individual markets, for which 
special samples have been produced. 

The industry has consolidated the ground gained 
during and directly after the war, and is now said 
to be in a comparatively strong position. Our 
manufacturers’ productions to-day compare very 
favourably with foreign goods, and their methods 
are quite up to date. They have the great advan- 
tage as against their Central European competitors 
that they are in a position to give dates of delivery 
and firm quotations. 


ViI.—The Fancy Goods Section. 


The section ‘of the Fair devoted to the display of 
fancy goods, which must of necessity include 
exhibitors of a wide range of commodities, will call 
for careful study by prospective buyers. 

In addition to the usual run of the exhibits, such 
as mother-of-pearl articles, hand and _ pocket 
mirrors, powder puffs, tortoiseshell sets of all kinds, 
lamp and candle shades, metal articles, manicure 
sets, artificial flowers for decorative purposes, 
celluloid and vulcanite articles, trays, umbrellas, 
walking sticks, there will be many novel features, 
of which paste and composition models of ‘‘ Felix ”’ 
(the cat that keeps on walking) will be amusing 
examples. 





ViIl.—Brushware Section. 


The Brushware Section at the 1924 Fair will be 
of the same comprehensive character as that at 
previous Fairs. The range of brushware exhibited 
will be a wide one, covering toilet and tooth 
brushes, household brushes and brooms, paint and 
saddlery brushes, mops, feather dusters; and in 
addition there will be exhibits of certain brush 
materials. 

Among the new lines exhibited at the Fair will 
be a good range of household and other brushes 
made of whalebone, which is coming increasingly 
into favour as a brush material. There will also 
be an exhibit of a new hair brush, which is made 
entirely of aluminium, and contains no bristle. 
hair, or thread. The back is composed of a single 
piece of highly polished aluminium, perforated to 
facilitate cleansing. The ‘‘ bristles ’’ are composed 
of clusters of fine-drawn rustless wire of a special 
alloy. 

The display of household mops will be a good 
one, including, in particular, a new design which 
combines the qualitjes of a mop and duster, and 
which has only recently been placed on the market.

A CLEARING HOUSE FOR INFORMATION. 


ASSISTANCE TO BRITISH TRADERS. 


Through the wide ramifications of its overseas intelligence 
grvice the Department of Overseas Trade receives a constant 
gow of valuable information from all important overseas markets, 
covering all commercial subjects of interest to British traders 
engaged in export trade. This information is collated and is 
nt to any British trader likely to be interested. — 

Special enquiries are instituted in response to direct requests 
‘op information, if such information is not already in the 
yssession of the Department. 

As indicating the nature of the information which the Depart- 
ment is in a position to supply, mention may be made of the 
following :—Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender, and 
other openings for British trade; existing and probable future 
demand for specific lines of British goods; the extent and nature 
of competition and the best methods of meeting it; usual 
methods of business, terms of credit, payment, etc.; agency 
conditions ; Customs Regulations and Tariffs; Regulations cover- 
ing Commercial Travellers, Certificates of Origin. etc. ; sources 
of supply, prices, etc., of trade products; Shipping and 
Transport, etc. The Department also supplies lists of names 
of likely importers of British goods or of firms or individuals 
considered suitable to act as representatives or Agents of British 


firms. 
CO-OPERATION WITH THE COMMERCIAL COMMUNITY. 


The aim of the Department is to co-operate as closely as pos- 
sible with the commercial community in its efforts to rebuild and. 
where feasible, to increase its pre-war @xport trade. Officers of 
the Department, both from Overseas and from Headquarters, 
visit periodically Chambers of Commerce in the_ industrial 
centres of the Kingdom, in order to keep in close touch with 
business men. 


FOREIGN COMPETITION IN OVERSEAS MARKETS. 


For a trader successfully to compete in foreign markets, it is 
necessary that he should know the goods which competitors are 
offering. The Department has, therefore, formed a very exten- 
sive collection, which is being constantly increased, of samples 
of foreign competitive goods and commercial products. Over 
70,000 such samples are now available for inspection by British 
traders at the Department’s showrooms, 7 to 11, Old Bailey, E.C. 
Advertising plays a large part in export as in home trade, and 


the Department has collected over 16,000 foreign trade cata- 
logues (including German and Austrian) which may also be 
inspected at the above address. ‘The collection has been 
efficiently indexed under both Articles of Manufacture and 
Names of Manufacturers. 


THE BRITISH TRADER ABROAD. 


Representatives of British firms, when travelling abroad, can 
obtain much valuable information from a man who is in close 
daily contact with the commercial life of the country concerned. 
British firms should, therefore, instruct their travelling repre- 
sentatives to call upon H.M. Commercial Diplomatic Officers in 
foreign countries, or H.M. Trade Commissioners in the countries 
of the Empire, ,who ‘will give them first-hand unbiassed 
information, and will, do all in their power to assist them in 
their business 


FAIRS AND EXHIBITIONS. 


The Department organises the annual British Industries Fair, 
at which British manufacturers and producers have the oppor- 
tunity of displaying their goods before the buyers of all nations. 

The Department, in addition to organising exhibitions of 
foreign samples (see abv'Ve), studies and initiates projects for 
commercial exhibitions‘ef various kinds. 


CONFIDENTIAL INFORMATION. 

One of the most important services rendered by the Depart- 
ment is the supply of confidential information regarding trade 
openings and other matters likely to be of interest to manu- 
facturers and merchants. This is done chiefly by means of the 
Special Register, concerning which details are given below. 


APPLICATIONS. 

Any British trader desiring business information regarding 
conditions in any overseas markets, or upon any specific point, 
or who desires to take advantage in any way of the facilities 
offered, should communicate with or apply to :—Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 

It should be noted by traders who may find it necessary to 
communicate direct with the Overseas Officers of the Department 
that postage must be prepaid on such correspondence. 











OPPORTUNITIES FOR TRADE IN OVERSEAS MARKETS. 


THE DEPARTMENT’S SPECIAL REGISTER SERVICE. 


The trader who has at his command a sure and prompt supply 
of information concerning possible developments in countries 
abroad, or any other specific openings for British trade,,is in an 
immeasurably more favourable position for securing business 
than he who depends for his information upon publication of the 


| news. ‘T’he one receives a considerable start in the competitive 
| tace, while the other suffers:a handicap which in very many 


cases practically nullifies his chances of securing the business. 


Information of this kind is reaching the Department of, 


Uverseas Trade in increasing volume from its commercial repre- 
sentatives, who are now stationed in every important market 
abroad. British firms wishing to make sure of receiving 
infermation of interest to them should enrol themselves on the 
Special Register of the Department. 

Publicity is, of course, given in the ‘‘Board of Trade Journal’ 
or in the trade press to many of the reports received by the 
Department. A great mass of the information coming to the 
Department, cannot, however, be so treated because of its con- 
When a report relates 


which it is desirable that British firms should have advance 
information, it is sent by means of the Special Register Service 
to all those firms to which it is likely to be of interest. 

The Special Register comprises the names of British firms 
manufacturing or dealing in British goods. These firms are 
grouped and classified according to both the nature of the goods 
and the markets in which they are interested, thus facilitating 
the despatch of relative information and avoiding as far as 
Possible the receipt of particulars which are of no interest to 
them. At the same time it is thought desirable to send the 
irms too much rather than too little so as to ensure that they 
get all the news which is of use to them. 

The fee for admission to the Special Register is £2 4s. 6d. 
per annum, and, in return for this subscription, the firms who 
have enrolled themselves not only get the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ” every week, but they are assured of obtaining 
Promptly, by means of the Special Register Series of confidential 
circulars, every report or item of news likely to concern them. 
Sometimes these reports contain advance information which 








subsequently becomes generally known. Frequently they con- 
tain information which it is desired to keep confidential, -so that 
British firms may reap full benefit from it. 

VALUE OF INFORMATION RECEIVED. 

It is obviously impossible“to measure in pounds, shillings and 
pence the value to British firms of the information thus 
received. In cases where business results, the actual value of 
the transaction in question may be great or small, but there is 
ample evidence that long-lasting and profitable business con- 
nections frequently owe their inception to an initial transaction 
due to information received through this service. 

Were it desirable to do so, a large number of cases could be 
cited in which useful and valuable business has resulted from 
action taken by British firms on information sent to them 
through the Special Register Service. 

QUALIFICATION FOR MEMBERSHIP. 

Any United Kingdom firm engaged in the export trade sup- 
plying goods solely or mainly of United Kingdom production is 
eligible for admission to the Special Register. 

The Register is not onen to non-British traders. 

As stated above, the fee for admission to the Register is 
£2 4s. 6d. per annum, which includes the annual subscription to 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Jeyrnal.”’ 

Those British firms who desire their names to be included on 
the Special Register should communicate with the Comptroller- 
General, Department of Overseas Trade (Development and 
Intelligence), 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 


HANDBOOK OF THE DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE 


The officers of the Department not infrequently come into 
contact with British traders who are unaware, or not fully 
aware, of the information and assistance which the Department 
can supply to them. For this reason a Handbook has been 
prepared which gives particulars as to the organisation of the 
Department at home and abroad and as to the various ways in 
which the Department can help British export. trade. A second 
edition has now been prepared and copies can be obtained on 
application to the Department.

French trade with foreign countries, and a. favourable 


balance of 259 million frs. a% réggnds her trade with her 
Colonies and Protectorates. 

It will be recollected that during these two months the 
depreciation of the franc in relation to the dollar and the 
ynd reached its worst state, and that the high figures 
representing the exchanges with America and Great 
Britain are partially explainable by this fact. 





UNITED STATES @F AMERICA. 


NEWSPRINT PAPER CONSUMPTION AND 
IMPORTS IN 1923. 


The year 1923 set a new high record for the consumption 
of newsprint paper in the United States, exceeding 1922 
by about 15 per cent., states ‘‘ Commerce Reports ’”’ 
(United States Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce). 

Although the total net consumption amounted to 
approximately 2,800,000 tons, mills in the United States 
produced, however, only 1,506,204 tons. This output was 
practically all consumed in the United States, export ship- 
ments during the year being only about 16,360 tons. 


Imrorts OF NEWSPRINT. 


To make up the balance, 1,108,390 tons were imported 
from Canada, representing approximately 80 per cent. 
of the total Canadian production, as well as 200,450 tons 
from the European mills. The imports also established a 
new high record, the purchasesfrom each of the foreign 
countries exceeding any previous year by very substantial 
margins. : 

UniteD STAIES AND CANADIAN PRODUCTION CoMPARED. 


Notwithstanding the great increase in consumption, 
statistics show that mills within the United States have 
not attempted to keep pace with the demand. United 
States production for 1923 was about 1:8 per cent. less 
than that for 1920 and only about 2°55 per cent. above 
that for 1922. On the other hand, Canadian production 
has continued to increase, and the total production for 
the two countries for the year 1923, amounting to 
2,748,000 tons, exceeded the previous high record set in 
1922 by 218,000 tons, or approximately 9 per cent. 

The Canadian industry has shown rapid strides within 
the last few years, due to the addition of new equipment, 
whereas production in the United States has shown only 
little variation, with practically no tendency towards 
expansion in the way of new equipment. It will only 
be a matter of a short time when Canadian production 
will exceed that of the American mills. 

With this situation ruling in the domestic market there 
is practically no incentive to increase overseas trade in 
 hewsprint, as every pound of such paper can be sold with- 
out difficulty within the United States. Therefore, her 
foreign trade in this particular commodity has been 
practically discontinued, with the exception of supplies 
sent to Cuba, which during the year 1923 bought from 
the United States 10,417 tons. The Cuban market, how- 
ever, can be looked upon as part of the domestic market. 
United States trade with other countries in newsprint was 
practically negligible.

SOVIET UNION. 
CURRENCY IN CIRCULATION. 


From reports received, it is possible to give the following 
summary account of the forms of currency now or shortly 
to be in circulation in the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics. (Transcaucasia is for the time being with- 
drawn from the operation of the recent reform) :— 


J. Chervontsi in denominations of 1, 3, 5, 10, and 
25 chervontsi. 

These are issued by the State Bank, are inconvertible 
for the present, and are issued against cover of gold, 
platinum, and other metals, foreign currency, and short- 
dated commercial paper. About half the issue is covered 
by metal and foreign currency. A gold chervonets (at 
present not issued) contains the same amount of gold as 
a pre-war 10-rouble coin. 

On Ist March the issue of chervontsi amounted to 
32,800,000 ch. The increase in issue during January was 
2:3 million ch.,,and in February 2°5 million ch. In con- 
nection with the endeavours to bring down prices, and 
thus to facilitate the monetary reform, the fresh issue 
for March has been restricted to 600,000 ch. 


II. Treasury notes in denominations of 1, 3, and 5 
gold roubles. 

At present these notes are maintained at a parity with 
the chervonets by the banks buying and selling them at 
the rate of 10 gold roubles in Treasury notes=1 chervonets, 
This is not, however, based on Decree. 

These Treasury notes are, as their name implies, issued 
by the Commissariat of Finance. During February and 
March an issue of 50 million roubles was authorised—viz., 
20 millions in February and 30 millions in March. 


j11. Silver coins. (a) Bank silver in denominations of 
1 rouble and ot 50 kopeks (=34 rouble); (b) 
change silver in denominations of 20, 15, and 
iO kopeks. 

Bank silver is 90 per cent. silver and 10 per cent. copper, 
change silver is 50 per cent. silver and 50 per cent. copper. 
Except in design, these coins are identical with pre-war 
token coinage of the same denominations. Bank silver 
is legal up to 25 roubles, change silver up to three roubles. 
Silver coins are also issued by the Commissariat of 
Finance, and serve the purpose of small change for the 
Treasury notes. So far the 450-kopek and _ smaller 
denominations have been issued. 

IV. Copper coins in denominations of i, 2, 3, and 
5 kopeks. 

These are now being minted in Petrograd (Leningrad), 
and will make their appearance in May. They are sub- 
sidiary coins to the silver coins, and are issued on the same 
basis. Treasury notes, silver coins, and copper coins 
together must not exceed one-third of the total volume 
of currency in circulation (i.e., one-half of the issue of 
chervonts1). 








V. Temporarily, pending the issue of copper coins, 
paper tokens in denominations of (at present) 1, 
2, 3, and 5 kopeks. 

The Decree authorising their issue fixed the range of 
denominations as between 1 and 50 kopeks. 

VI. Until redemption—i.e., until 10th May—paper 
10ubles of 1923 issue in denominations up to 
25,000 roubles. (They will be accepted by the 
Commissariat of Finance and the State Bank 
and exchanged for the new currency up to 31st 
May—and to 30th June in the Territory of the 
Yakutsk Soviet Socialist Republic.) 

VII. In view of the fapidity with which the paper 
rouble has depreciated, and the difficulty of 
finding some means of insuring receipts against 
depreciation, Treasury bills have been used for 
temporary investment purposes. These Treasury 
bills are expressed in gold roubles in large 
sums, multiples of 100 roubles, and could be 
exchanged for Soviet paper roubles at the 
exchange rate of the day. They are not 
currency in the ordinary sense of the word, 
and presumably there will be less demand for 
them now that all currency is expressed in gold 
roubles. 

The re-issue of Soviet roubles from the Commissariat 
of Finance and the State Bank ceased as from 25th April,

Advantages arising from Articles 2 and 6 of the Com- 
mercial Convention of 13th July, 1921, between Finland 
and France (see the ‘‘ Journal’”’ of 25th August, 1921, 
page 205), except in respect of articles mentioned in 
Annex A to the present Exchange of Notes (not re-printed 
jiere), which are to enjoy, when they originate in and come 
from the Belgium-Luxemburg Economic Union, the reduc- 
tims accorded to French goods, so long as the Irance- 
Finland Convention remains in force, on condition that the 
goods are accompanied by a certificate of origin similar 
to that laid down in the Convention. In the case of 
articles excepted from most-favoured-nation treatment in 
virtue of this provision, any advantage which may be 
granted by Finland to any State other than France is 
to be extended simultaneously and unconditionally to 
products originating in and coming from the Belgium- 
Luxemburg Economic Union. 


Finland agrees to claim most-favoured-nation treatment 
in respect of Customs import duties only as regards goods 
enumerated in Annex B to the Exchange of Notes (not 
re-printed here). If Finland grants to the Belgium- 
Luxemburg Economic Union all the reductions of Customs 
duties accorded to France, however, the Union will grant 
Finland unreserved most-favoured-nation treatment.

Report of the Secretary in charge of Commercial Affairs 
at the British Legation at Berne on the Economic and 
Financial Conditions in Switzerland (H.M. Stationery 
Office. Price 2s. 6d. net, 2s, 74d. post free.) The opening 
of this line brought the total length of the following 
electrified sections to 412 kilometres: Chiasso-Lucerne, 225 
kilometres; Iselle-Brigue-Sion, 75 kilometres; Lucerne- 
Zoug-Zurich, 55 kilometres; Berne-Scherzlingen, 34 kilo- 
metres; Arth-Goldau-Zoug, 16 kilometres; and Immensee- 
Rotkreuz, 7 kilometres. 

The Sion-Lausanne section (92 kilometres), which was 
to have been completed by last autumn, was still uncom- 
pleted at the end of the year, as a result of difficulties 
experienced in obtaining part of the overhead equipment. 
Trials were, however, carried out between Martigny and 
St. Maurice in December last. 

It has now been proposed to operate the equipped section 
Sion-St. Maurice (46 kilometres) provisionally, pending the 
completion of the entire section, which is anticipated for 
the spring of this year. Electrification work on the Olten- 
Basle division (40 kilometres) is well advanced, and it is 
expected that this section will be completed during May 
next. 

New ELEcTRIFICATION WORKS. 


The electric equipment of the following lines has now 
been taken in hand: Olten-Berne, 67 kilometres; Zurich- 
Olten, 63 kilometres; Lausanne-Daillens-Vallorbe, 47 kilo- 
metres; Zurich-Rapperswil, 36 kilometres; Daillens- 
Yverdon, 19 kilometres; Thalwil-Richterswil, 15 kilometres. 

These lines will be put into service in 1924-25. In 
1924 electrification work will be undertaken on the Geneva- 
Lausanne-Palézieux section (75 kilometres), as well as on 
the Zurich-Kloten-Winterthour division (41 kilometres), 
both of which will be ready by 1926. By the end of 1928 
1,529 kilometres of lines belonging to the Federal Railways 
will be operated by electricity as a result of the adoption 
of a programme of ‘ accelerated ’’ electrification. In the 
plans worked out in 1918 the completion of this first stage 
-was only foreseen for 1933. 


PRIVATE RAILWAYS. 


The only electrified section of private railway put into 
service in 1923 was the Berne-Buempliz-Nord line (5 kilo- 
metres) belonging to the Berne-Neuchatel Railway. It is 
also proposed to electrify the Buempliz-Nord-Chétres section 
(23 kilometres) of that railway. The Bodensee-Toggenburg 
Railway (Romanshorn-St. Gall-Wattwil), is considering the 
advisability of equipping its system (53 kilometres) for 
electric traction.

CANADA. 


MINERAL PRODUCTION IN 1928. 
According to the Preliminary Report of the Mineral 


Production of Canada compiled by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, the output of minerals during 
1923 increased by 16:1 per cent., as compared with 


the previous year, and reached a total of 214,019,832 dols.. 
as against 184,297,242 dols. in 1922, and the record value 
of 227,859,665 dols. in 1920. New output records were 
established for coal, lead, zinc, asbestos, and in the value: 
of cobalt. The production of copper, while considerably 
below the record war-time outputs, was more than double 
the tonnage produced in 1922, and amounted in all to 
87-94 million lb. Nickel reached a total of 62°45 million Ib... 
as against 17-59 million |b. in 1922, and, while gold and 
silver were both less than in 1922, the outputs were greater 
than in many other recent years, and together accounted 
for values amounting to 36°80 million dols. 

Considered by groups, and compared with corresponding 
data for 1922, metals showed an advance of 35°4 per cent. 
to a total value of 84,187,783 dols., whilst non-metallics. 
advanced to 92,838,961 dols. from 82,642,210 dols. in 1922. 
Coal reached a new annual record, both in tonnage and 
value, at 16,984,022 net tons, worth 73,504,361 dols. at 
the pit; production of the other non-metals, except 
structural materials and clay products, was valued at 
19,334,600 dols., as against 17,123,713 dols. in 1922, whilst 
structural materials and clay products, including Portland 
cement, contributed 36,993,088 dols., against 39,534,741 
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MINERALS AND METALS—Continued. 





dols in 1922. Although the aggregate value of these varied 
little from the returns for 1922 in each of several items, 
and in Portland cement particularly, there was a distinct 
variation from the previous year’s figures. The drop in 
the price of cement in January, 1923, resulted in an 
increased tonnage being shipped during the year, but the 
total receipts from sales were 15,064,661 dols., as compared 
with 15,438,481 dols. in 1922.

NANTES. 

The iron ore exported from the port of St. Nazaire is 
obtained from the Segre and Chateaubriant districts, and 
was becoming well known in the United Kingdom up to 
1914. With the outbreak of war, however, shipments from 
St Nazaire censed, but efforts are now being made to 
revive the trade, as it provides return freight for colliers, 
apd, if proper arrangements could be made, it would 
become a serious competitor to the Lorraine mines. 
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At present Lorraine ore can be <elivered at Dunkiy 
at about 15 per cent. cheaper than the Segré-Chateay 
briant ore at St. Nazaire, and to counteract this differen, 
it has been suggested that, as the Lorraine ore COntaing 
only about 35 per cent. of iron, as compared with : 
minimum of 45 per cent. in the Segré-Chateaubriant op 
the importer of the latter should pay a supplement 9 
say, 3d. per unit of iron over the 35 per cent. which . 
ecnsidered to be the average contained in the Lorraing 
mineral. Allowing for the difference in the quality, this 
it is considered, would bring the prices on about a par 
from the point of view of relative values.

Chateaubriant districts in 1913, some 90,000 tons wen; 
to the United Kingdom and 185,000 tons to Germany 
while 100,000 tons was consumed locally at Trignac. Dy. 
ing the war and down to 1921 practically all the miner) 
was sent to Trignac, but in this latter year 41,343 tong 
was exported to Germany. 

In 1922 the exports were 106,778 tons, which, with the 
exception of about 15,000 tons for the United Kingdom, 
went to Germany. In 1923 the exports were 95,306 tons 
of which about 13,000 tons went to the United Kingdom 
and the remainder to Germany.

If three tons of coke be taken as equivalent to four 
tons of coal, deliveries reached a total of 2,246,426 tons of 
coal. It may perhaps be mentioned that Luxemburg has 
the right to receive 26 per cent. of the coke allotted to 
France. 

Deliveries of smatis for the manufacture of coke were 
also satisfactory, and reached a total during the month 
of 60,000 to 65,600 tons. In 1922 deliveries did not exceed 
40,000 tons, and in 1923 were virtually non-existent. Even 
in 1921 they scarcely reached 60,000 tons.

BRITISH INDIA. 
IMPORT DUTY ON SALTED FISH. 


Adverting to the notice published in the ‘* Board of 
Trade Journal’’ for 3rd April (page 436) regarding the 
import duty leviable in India on salted fish, wet or dry, 
Government Notification No. 39 T., issued on 18th March, 
1924, now fixes this duty at the rate of 75 annas per 
maund of 82 2/7 Ib. avoirdupois. 











CANADA. 
IMPORTATION OF BEES AND HIVES. 


An Order issued by the Deputy Minister of Agriculture 
on llth March, 1924, prohibits the importation into Canada 
of bees on combs or of used or second-hand hives and bee 
supplies, as well as of bees in combless packages, unless 
such packages are accompanied by a declaration signed 
by the shipper that the food supplied to the bees and 
carried in the package is free from disease. 








INVOICES FOR ENTRY FURNISHED BY 
SANADIAN FIRMS. 

Memorandum No, 298C., issued by the Canadian 
Department of Customs and Excise on 8th January, 1924, 
states that, with regard to invoices furnished by persons 
and firms resident in Canada, for entry by a Canadian 
importer, the original invoice from the exporter outside 
Canada to the Canadian purchaser must be furnished to 
the Collector of Customs and Excise, in order that the 
Collector may determine whether the goods have been sold 
to the purchaser in Canada at a price which would render 
them liable to Special or Dumping Duty. 





FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 


IMPORTATION OF UNVULCANISED 
RUBBER PROHIBITED. 

Government Notification No. 1872, dated 28th February, 
1924, prohibits the importation into the Federated Malay 
States of unvulcanised rubber. The prohibition does not 
apply to unvulcanised rubber in transit by sea or rail. 








UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


REBATE OF CUSTOMS DUTY ON MOTOR 
SPIRIT. 

Proclamation No. 42 of 1924, dated 13th March, 1924, 
provides for the allowance of a rebate of the whole of 
the Customs duty on motor spirit, when imported or taken 
out of bond by manufacturers of motor fuel for the 
purpose of mixing it with spirit distilled in the Union for 
use as fuel in internal-combustion engines, subject to com- 
pliance with the prescribed conditions for the manufacture 
of such fuel. 


EXPORT OF CITRUS FRUIT: 
REGULATIONS. 

Government Notice No. 412, issued by the Union Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on 8th March, 1924, contains the 
Regulations governing the exportation of citrus fruit from 
the Union of South Africa: The Regulations prescribe the 
conditions to be observed in the inspection, grading, and 
packing of such fruit. 


FOREIGN. 


AUSTRIA. 
TURNOVER TAX. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Vienna 


reports the issue of five Decrees (Nos. 67-71), published in 
the ‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt ’’ of 12th March, amending the 
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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES— Continued. 


Regulations respecting the Austrian Turnover Tax. (See 
the notices in the issues of this ‘‘ Journal’ for 14th 
February, 1924, page 229, and for 3rd May, 1923, pages 
544-5.) 

Decree No. 68 provides for certain alterations in the list 
ot goods which are subject to the 12 per cent. luxury tax. 
These alterations affect pocket and wrist watches, lamps, 
etc., and boots and shoes. As regards the latter, it may 
be noted that boots and shoes are now subject to the 
luxury tax only if the price exceeds 900,000 kronen per 
pair (as compared with the former limit of 500,000 kronen). 
Footwear of special materials, such as silk, patent leather, 
antelope leather, and all riding boots continue to be classed 
as ‘‘ luxury ’”’ goods, irrespective of price. 

Decree No. 41 contains a list-of the new rates of tax 
in force as from Ist March on all imported goods and a 
new list of goods exempt from the Turnover Tax.

BELGIUM. 
EXPORTATION OF VEGETABLES. 


The ‘* Moniteur Belge”’’ for 6th April contains two 
Decrees, dated 4th April, which provide that the export 
of all vegetables from Belgium is to be subject to licence 
from the Ministry of Industry and Labour. The Ministry 
has intimated that no licence will be granted for the 
present in respect of carrots, cabbages, leeks, and onions 
of Belgian origin, but licences will be accorded for the 
export of these vegetables if of foreign origin; and for 
the export of all other vegetables. 


FRANCE. 


MODIFICATION OF EXPORT DUTIES AND 
RESTRICTIONS. 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 8th April contains 
a Presidential Decree, dated 7th April, which provides for 
modifications in the duties levied on the export of various 
articles from France. In consequence of this Decree, the 
export duties referred to in the notices in the issues of 
this ‘‘ Journal ”’ for 20th March and 3rd April, pages 374 
and 439 respectively, have been replaced by the shorter 
list in the present Decree. The effect of this is to withdraw 
the duty of 25 per cent. ad valorem formerly levied on 
the export of horses, mares and foals, mules, asses, malt, 
pulse, potatoes, fresh table fruits, seeds for sowing, pit 
props, billets, bundles and faggots of wood, charcoal, tan 
bark, cabbages for sauerkraut, fodder, and copper 
sulphate, and to reduce the export duties on certain other 
goods. 

The new duties imposed by the Decree are as shown 
below. No duty was imposed previously on unworked 
hides and skins, and the list of dried fruits subject to 
duty has been extended, but in every other case the 
modification represents a reduction from the former duty 
of 25 per cent. ad valorem :— 

5 per cent. ad valorem on fresh vegetables. 

10 per cent. ad valorem on living poultry and pigeons 
(except carrier pigeons); salted meat, dead poultry and 
pigeons; meat preserves in tins; unworked hides and 
skins, fresh or dried; unworked fur skins; animal fats, 
other than fish fats (lard, tallow, and the like); margarine, 
oleo-margarine, edible fats, and similar substances; eggs 
of poultry; milk, natural or condensed; dried table fruits, 
the following—figs, almonds, hazel nuts, plums and prunes, 
except common plums, damaged (fretin) and _ bruised, 
provided they are packed in bags or barrels; common wood 
(except pit props), in logs, unworked, not squared, with 
or without the bark, of any length, and with a circum- 
ference of more than 60 cms. at the thicker end; oak and 
walnut, squared and sawn, except veneers; staves, and 
resinous wood in logs, for the manufacture of wood pulp.

WINTER-SOWN CEREAL CROPS. 


The latest data received by the International Institute 
of Agriculture (Rome) are confirmatory of the reduction 
in the aggregate area under winter-sown cereals in com- 
parison with that of last season. The ascertained figures, 
from a group of 15 countries which usually furnish about 
80 per cent. of the wheat and 55 per cent. of the rye 
grown~in the Northern Hemisphere (exclusive of Russia) 
indicate a decrease of 5 per cent. for wheat and 1 per 
cent. for rye. The greater part of this decrease is due 
to the restriction in area under winter cereal crops in the 
United States. The United States Government now com- 
municates the fact that the farmers are also intending 
to sow less spring wheat. 

Information as to crop progress is not yet available from 
every country, but the advices already to hand indicate 
that the winter crops were generally in good condition at 
the beginning of March. Some important producing 
countries in Europe provide crop information only from 
April onwards. 





COTTON-GROWING IN ARGENTINA. 


A telegram from the Government of Argentina to the 
International Institute of Agriculture (Rome) states that 
the area under cotton for the 1923-24 crop is 154,834 acres.
